Maximum Tax Lcrifs Kdured. 


Oklahoma City. Ok., May 16—Max­ 
imum tax levies that may be made by 
excise boards or by vote of the peo­ 
ple were reduced by the Carr-Baker- 
Sutherlin act which is pending before 
Gov. Cruce for approval. The limit 
for county levies was reduced from 
five to four mills, with an allowance 
of one mill additional for the com­ 
mon schools. Where the assessed val­ 
uation of a county is less than $4,- 
000.0(H) the county levy shall not ex­ 
ceed siv mills for current expense*, 
and one mill in aid of the common 
schools. 
The city levy *s reduced from sev­ 
en to six mills, the incorporat'd town 


from five to four mills, township from 
three to one and one-half mills, and 
I the school district for the support of 
the common schools, five mills, all as 
maximums. 
The term “current expenses,” as 
used in the act, does not include the 
annual sinking fund to pay the bond­ 
ed indeftedness of such county, city 
township, town or school district at 
its maturity, or the interest falling 
due on the outstanding bonded in­ 
debtedness. or any judgment against 
the political subdivision.

At a largely amended meeting of 
the business men

Francis, held at the Richey building 
last Friday night,

steps were taken to organize a na­ 
tional bank. Air. Adams, representing 
the group of capitalists of which P. 
A. Norris of Ada, is a member, ad­ 
dressed the 
meeting 
and 
assured 
those present that the interests w hom 
he represented were 
well 
pleased 
with the prospects 
of F ran cis 
and 
would furnish any amount of capital 
needed to establish a national bank 
here. The men furnishing this capital 
will retain a controlling interest, but 
will sell any amount of the reman­ 
ing stock to local citizens. 
Neary every one present agreed to 
take stock and Mr. Adams stated that 
the m atter could be declared settled 
and that application would at once 
be made for a charter. The capital 
stock will be $25,000.00. It is prob­

Oklahoma City, May 17.—Technical­ 
ly, the Oklahoma state legislature has 
recessed until June 23; practically, 
the clocks in bo^h houses are stopped 
and both will be in session Saturday 
to finally clear their calenders and j 
prepare to actually take the recess 
Both houses passed the joint res 
olution providing for the recess Fri­ 
day, but did not complete their work. 
The sente was 
in 
session 
Friday 
night until midnight and both houses 
wil star 
working 
again 
Saturday 
at 9 o’clock. 
The general revenue bill providing 
for nearly $1,000,000 for the state de­ 
partments was passed by the sesate 
at 11:00 o ’clock Friday night after 
it had been amended so es to ex­ 
clude all reference to inheritance tax. 
The vote on final passage was 29 to 
6.

made several uq&yupcessful attempts 
to add a “rider” repealing the tax 
ferret law. One of his amendments 
was directly repealing the tax ferret 
law,, which was ruled out on a point 
of order, and the second amendment, 
it was alleged by some of his col­ 
leagues, was so worded as practical­ 
ly to kill the efficiency of the tax 
ferret’s work. 
Thei appropriation bill for the main 
tenance and support of the state uni­ 
versity at Norman, carrying an item 
of $109,000 for the erection of a new 
science hall, which was reinserted in 
the measure by the conference com­ 
mittee, .was defeated in the senate 
late Friday afternoon. The bill was 
referred to conference with the gen­ 
eral understanding that the science 
hall item would be eliminated entire 
ly from the bill or greatly reduced. 
The presence of this item in the meas 
ure is believed to have been the cause 
of the defeat of the bill. 
The 
item 
for 
$100,000 
for 
the 
science hall was included in the bill 
a s passed by the house but was strick 
en out by the senate committee on 
appropriations. Several 
unsuccessful 
attem pts were made to have it rein­ 
serted when the bill was undercon- 
sideratio nby the 
senate 
Thursday 
afternoon. The house refused to con­ 
cur in the elimination of this item, 
the senate refusing to recede, and +he 
bill went to a conference where the 
item was reinstated. 
The conference committee also in­ 
creased the maintenance appropria­ 
tion for the second year from $150,- 
to $160,000. There is no objection to 
this amendment. The revenue the in­ 
stitution will receive from the sec­ 
tion 13 fund the second year will be 
$10,000 less than the first year and 
the addition was made to make up the 
difference. 
The 
conference 
report 
making these amendments was adopt­ 
ed. 19 to 17, and the bill as a whole 
wa3 defeated by a vote of 20 to 16.

( ounty Attorney’s Opinion in Regard 
to Deputy County O fficers and 
Justices of the Peace in Cit­ 
ies of the First Class. 
lo the Editor of th e Ada (News: 
In vcair issue of (May 16th, I notice 
some com m ent relative to county offi­ 
cers, which has created no little dis­ 
cussion on the p art of the count offi­ 
cials and the m em bers of the bar a t 
Ada, as well as m any other cities in 
the M ate of Oklahoma, and as m any 
of the city of Ada have asked for an 
expression of my opinion, I give the 
follow ing: 
A rticle 2. Section 15, of the Consti­ 
tution of the State of Oklahom a reads 
as follows: 
“No bill of attainder, ex poet facto 
law', nor any law, im pairing the ob­ 
ligation of co n tracts shall ever be 
passed.” 
My understanding of the law rela ­ 
tive to the above question is that at 
the tim e of the election of the two 
justices of the peace of the City of 
Ada. that Section 1649 of the H arris- 
Day code was not the law in the 
State of Oklahoma, neither was said 
section the law at the time th at the 
county stenographer. Miss Browder. 
was appointed and took the oath of 
office; neither was it the law a t the 
time Miss Holland and Miss Fields, 
in the office of the R egister of Deeds 
were appointed and qualified, but thai 
under the law s in force a t the time 
of their appointm ent and qualification 
the county judge had a right to ap­ 
point a lady stenographer, who 
by 
virtue of her officer 
was 
ex-officio 
clerk of the county court, as would 
also the register of deeds have the 
same authority. 
As I see it, there can be no ques­ 
tion but th at the young ladies above 
referred to entered upon the duties 
of their office as 
was provided at 
that tim e by the statu te of the State 
of Oklahoma, and that in so doing the 
sec* ion of the H arris-Day code above 
referred to, would operate as a retro ­ 
active law, 
if such 
statu te 
could 
serve to deprive them of the offices 
now held by each of them. 
It is being contended by som e that 
the offices of the 
Justice 
of 
the 
Peace, under Section 2063 of the H ar- 
ris-D ay code, would divest the a u ­ 
thority of the Justice of the Peace 
from our present incum bent. 
These men. Justice Brow'n and Ju s­ 
tice Powers, were duly elected on the 
6th day of November, 1912, as wras 
provided by law a t th a t date, and 
duly qualified on the 1st Monday in 
January, 1913, for the term of two 
years. 
No one ‘will question th e fact that 
they were elected and entered upon 
the duties of their offices, and th ere ­ 
upon become the duly elected ,.quali­ 
fied and acting justice of the peace 
of Ada tow nship 
The H arris-D ay code therefore, if 
it served the purpose to oust them , 
or render them incom petent, would, 
as aforesaid, take the role of a retro ­ 
active law. 
The law' creating the office of coun­ 
ty stenographer was in full force and 
effect, which is undisputed, until this 
disturbance over Section *1549 of the 
H arris-D ay code, as was also the 
offices of deputy register of deeds. 
T hat being the case, it is my opin­ 
ion that the H arris-D ay code will not,
